It ia ob- 
Tlou that real «aut« cu be Warily gotten 
to, aa aa aaaaMor Ma trnHU/ ftad the 
owaer and make aa eatfaaata of ita fair 
valuation, but when It oomea to the 
aaaeaament of peraonal property it it 
much more difficult, as it is quite an eaay 
matter to hie away peraonal accuritiea, 
mortgages, bonds and other property of 
like character into boxea of aafety vaulta, 
and then to reap tbe boaefitaof the inter- 
oat of tbeae accuritiaa aad at the same 
time pay no tasea. That tbia practice of 
evading taxation on pcnooal property 
baa been very prevaltnt ia tbia county 
Mi4 State muat n ic aita r ibtbe true from 
th4 many adjustmetta*abd aettlementa 
that have been made.

It baa1>ecn, aa etated, a trait 
of, tbe humbler classes to purchase real 
oatlki^afid aaU must stand ont to pay aTT 
the taxes on what it is fairly worth the 
result is that real estate is by long odds 
beacing'tbe greater burden of taxation, 
and as a coaaeqoence it is tbe middle and 
poorer claaaea 0^ ftopie who must necea- 
aarily bear a gteater a^ unfati burden 
of the eicpoBae of govamment.

AiVaataa J. Biaot, a bustling young 
attoraey, was appelated Rev^ue Agent 
for this district by State Auditor S. W. 
HsgertwoyesrssKO, and through his zeal 
and energy hundreds of ihousanda of 
dollars due the State have been collected 
which would never otherwiae have found 
,thalf,wey intp the treaaury. Mr. Bizot 
Miotad hia office as Revenue Agent and 
I* day of hia appointment baa 
latoUgafcly ita aaeca a a. 

Bioney where it was not justly coming, 
hot on the contrary, while working aolely 
for the State's interest, baa tempered his 
exactions from the tax payer with a 
lenient apirit and with fairness. Being • 
lawyer he is welt equipped to understand 
the datiao of the ofice. aa the tax quea- 
tioa throeghont the country is a subject 
of cztreiae legal complicatioa. 

There are few peepliiwh* lievf studied 
and aaderMaad the Uia law belter than 
Mr. Bixot. On December fi, in tbe case 
which he filed against the Southern 
Pacific Railroa<i Company, he rollecle<l 
in this one tax claim f ')},(')'.' I. The 
Southern Pacific is a conipanv whicli i-; 
incorporated in Kent-icky, and which 
baa absolutely no property, so it operates 
in tbe West, principally in California. 
Mr. Biaot iaalatad that it abould pay 
here, in that Keatacky was the place of 
its corporate cziattace, aad it ahoald be 
obliged to COM ider this as ita home office, 
where taxes should be psid. This litiga- 
tion has been pending a year, and not- 
withstanding several strong cases having 
since been decided in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, all disclaiming the 
contension of Mr. Bizot, be finally suc- 
ceeded in the compromise above men- 
tioned. Tbia tax adjustment is the larg- 
est of iu kind ia the hiatory of Ken- 
tucky, and certainly a feather abould be 
placed in Mr. Bizot's cap, as the caae has 
been cause for general comment at the 
Louisville bar, both tbe judges and law- 
yers giving bim unstinted compliments 
and words of praise. Incidentally hia 
snccesa has been just as substantial for 
himaelf, as under the law he ia entitled 
to 20 per cent, of all he collect;, and 
while the Constitution limits officers to 
|5,000, there ia no provioo to adjapt the 
feeo of the Rcveaae Agcat. The Ooaoti- 
tution is not aelf-operatlve, aad ooaoe- 
qoently there ia do limit to be placed 
with this commission. Thia woald be 
against the very spirit of tbe office, as to 
limit an agent means to take away every 
personal impetus after he has collected 
all that the law would allow him. 

Mr. Bizot has been for years an enthu- 
aiaatic meml^er of Mackin Council, Y. 
IL I., aad baa alwaya beea iatereated in 
iu aaecaaa. Be waa very aeUve whfa 
aegotiationa were effected whidi boaght 
the original oite oa which aow ia located 
the beaatiful heme of Mackin. He 
seems destined to shine in higher places 
than that of Revenue Agent. Indeed he 
would make a splendid representative 
tor LoaieviUe la the Natloaal Cea gt eoa.

have for years maintained admirable in- 
stitutions for both of these charities. The 
OTpbaaa, poor little ones bereft of 
parenta, attract all. Wboae heart would 
aot go oat to a baby? Oa the other head, 
wheaJllt poor hpeoaMjtiialaMl iafira 
few care for them. It ta for tUa latter 
claoathat the Little Siatera of the Poor 
are concerned. They have built a mag- 
nificent institution at Tenth and Mag- 
azine streets, where several hundred aged 
poor, men and women, black and white 
and of every creed, are cared for as if 
they were babies. Some of them can 
perform little dutiea around tbe home. 
Otbera ere too fMble to help themaelvea 
and have to be fed aad cUA like babies. 
Tbe good Uttie Siatera el the Poor do all 
tbeae thiagi for them. More thao that, 
memb^ of tbe order beg from door to 
loor for their dear poor. They meet 
with many rebuffs sometimes, though 
not often with insults. For more than 
thirtv years these good women have car- 
ried on their charity at Tenth and Mag- 
azine atreets. Conaidered in a purely 
material way t'jey have. saved the city 
of Louisville away tboaaend^of dollars. 
Prom time to tfme they heveealaiged 
and added to their bnildinga until the 
home at preseat takea inaiearly a whole 
block. 

At Clifton the Sisters of Charity of 
Nazareth have charge of St. Vincent's 
Orphan Asylum, where several hundred 
motherless aud fatherlesa little ones art- 
cared for. Tbe good Ursuline Sisters 
liave nearly as many more at St. Jooeph's 
Asylum at Creacent Hill, and at Bards- 
town the Siateta of Charity ooadnct St. 
Tbomaa' Aaylam, where the orphao boys 
of tbia diocaae are cared far. All of 
these iuatitutiooa are real charitiea. 

The Sisters of Charity of Nazareth 
originated iu Kentucky. They sprang 
from small see<l, hut the order bus at- 
tained great proportions. Tbe Little Sis- 
tera of the Poor came to Louiaville from 
France. Tbe good work thA both have 
doa« haa borae great fruit. 

There ia la Louiaville another aad per- 
hapaa greater charity— the care of err- 
ing womea who aiigbt have been gopd 
mothers snd wives had they had the 
proper training. The care of tbia unfor- 
tunate claaa has been left to the Sisters 
of the Good Shepherd, also originally a 
French order, whose members have been 
in Louisville half a century. These nuns 
have institutions at Eighth and Madison 
and at Twenty-fourth and Bank streets. 
They are caring for several hundred giria 
and women who would otherwiae mee t 
with destroctioa, pbydcol aad aplrltaal. 

In your Chriatnuu charldea wonid it 
not be well for evecy Catholic to remem- 
ber theae itutitutlons? If you oan not 
spare something for all, spare a little for 
each one. No matter how small your 
donation will be, rest assured that it will 
be thankfully received, and that the 
prayers of the erring, the orphan and the 
aged and iafim wlU be offered ap la year 
behalf.

New York. Tlioy artldiuM^terywbert, 
but, thanks to the fact that the IiMi do 
not fail to reaeat aliy reiefedy rt aad to 
the fact that Irish-American newspaper 
writers are delving Into the early history 
of this country and bringing up goo<l old 
Irish namea as progenitors of some of 
what ate aow kaowa aa America's first 
familiea, the scoffers are growing beauti- 
ittlly less and leaa every year. 

Ooe of tbe aMiot pn^lAe aad at tbe 
leeM dme aHMt acearata of thoaa Iriah- 
Americea joamalista who bave delved 
fnto America'e early history is Michael 
J. O'Brien, of New York. His pen is 
rarely idle and his work is always appre- 
ciated by his compatriots. In a recent 
article he tells of Sir William Johnson. 
That is not a very Irish name, yet it is 
proven that Sir William was a native of 
the County Meatb. He reached America 
when only twentry-three yeara old, in 
1738, aad aettlcd ia what ia now called 
Moatgomery county. New York. He 
was tbe firat to fouad a dviliied aettle- 
ment in that region then inhabited by 
the Mohawks. Later he became an ad- 
herent of the lirilisb against the I'rencli. 
In that far back campaign there were 
many Irish privates and many Irish 
Captains. In fact Capls. Farrell, Mc- 
Gtnnisaud Teady McGinn were killed at 
the battle of Lake George. Sir William 
Johnson's legal adviser was a New York 
lawyer, William Kelly, while biaphyd- 
cian was Dr. Daly, aad a yoaag aiaa 
named Lafferty waa hia private secretary. 
Johnaoa'a maternal aaceotora were de- 
scended from tbe MocSbanea, of Armagh. 

James Duane. the first Mayor of New 
York, was the sou as Anthony Duane, a 
native of GalWay. For almost forty 
yeara aitcr the evacuation of New York 
by the British forces James Duaue was 
actively engaged in the important affairs 
of the country. He waa a deliff^te to 
tbe first Coadaeatal Ceagr— la 1774. 
With him la that body were auuiy ama 
well kaowa to be of Iriah Urth or 
psreatage. Amoag them might be mea- 
tioned Tbomaa Lynch and tbe two Rut- 
ledges, John and William, of South 
Carolina; John Sullivan, of New Hamp- 
shire; Thomas McKean and George Read, 
of Delaware; Richard Smith aud Stephen 
Crane, of New Jeraey; the redoubtable 
Patrick Henry, of Virginia; Thomaa 
Cusbing, of Massachusetts; Samuel Ward, 
of Rhode Island, and Char lea Tbompaos, 
Secretary tt the Ooegraai. Tbeae were 
the Iriah-Aawricaaa who helped blaze 
the way for the Declaration of Independ- 
ence two years later. Duane was a dele- 
gate to that Vxly and was only prevented 
from signiug that document by the fact 
that be had been called home to form a 
State government in New Vurk. Duane 
remained in the Colonial Congress until 
1784, when he was elected to the Senate 
in tbe New York Legioiatnre. Two yeora 
later be waa elected Mayor of New York, 
and in 1789 he waa appointed United 
Stotee Judge for the Dlatrlet of New 
York. Five years kter he retired full of 
years and honor. He died in 1797 at 
DuanodmO^ N. Y., a town he had 
founded many years before, and hia body 
waa interred there beneath a church 
which he had built at bis own expense. 

While tbe Itisb of those days were not 
all aUtcamen, neither ware they all 
hewers of wood and diaaanof water, aa 
nuay ao-called Aatericaa. ♦'tn^rlrT* 
would bave us believe.

Tbeae wbodid aot taaeoaie ateteoaMa la 
tbe literal ataaa were preceptors of sutea- 
men and inculcated leaaonaof patriotism 
iate tlw ariada aad haarta of New Bag' 
land'a youth. 

John O'Snllivan, from the County 
Kerry, taught school in Msine and New 
Hampshire for fifty years before the 
American eagle dared to flap bis wings. 
He read Greek and Latin fluently and 
lived to be 105 years old. His wife waa 
Joan McCarthy, of Cork, and hia uncle 
waa killed at tbe battle of Angbriab He 
fell fightlag la "defeaoe of the aation 
againat dm Otaaga." 

TboBiaOaaa|a,aaativiiof Limerick, 
Ungkt IMTm York fifty years 

bifore the Amctlcaa revolution. Aa far 
back as IS83 be was appointed Govcrtitr 
of the Province of New York. In 168 
he promulgated the historical "Act of 
Indulgence," which authorized public 
worship by any sect, and abolished all 
religions qualifications for public office. 
Dongan was a devout Catholic aad dur- 
ing bis administratlee a OatlH^ eollege 
waa eatabliahed ia New Yort. He died 
in Loodoa la 1715. 

Michael Wall, a aadve of theCoaaty 
Meath, eatabllahod the firat aehool ia the 
.'Vlohawk Valley, aad the famous New 
York finsndal center. Wall atreet, takea 
its name from one of his descendanta. 
Michael Wslsh, another man of Irish 
birth, was the school teacher at Marble- 
head. Masa., in 1792, and Joseph Story, 
who afterwarda beeame United States 
Supreme Jodge, waa oaa of Walsh's 
pupila. 

Peter Pclham, who tetqtht aehool in 
Boaton ia 1787, waa a cliartcr member of 
the Charitable Iriah Society, aa organ- 
ization founded on St. Patrick's day of 
thiit year, and which still lives and flour- 
ishes. Several of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence were taught 
in Pennsylvania by the Rev. Francis Al- 
lison, a native of Donegal. 

Why those Iriah acbool-maatcra evea 
got overinto Kentadty, Abbot, la hie Ufa 
of Daniel Boede, triU oa: "There were 
no acboola ia thoie remote diatricta of 
log eaUaa la Kiatailu. But it so hap- 
pened that aa Irlahman of some educa- 
tion strolled into that neighborhood and 
'Sunire Boone engaged him to teach bis 
children snd those of the adjacent aet- 
tlers. These hsrdy emigrants met with 
their axes in a central point of the wil- 
dr^oaaand ia a few hours constructed 
a rada hat of kiga. for a aehool bouae. It 
waa there that Daaiel Booae received tbe 
firat mdiawata- of adncatiaa from bis 
Irish tutor." That wao la 1784. Uafor- 
tunately the —ma of tbe teacher has 
been lost. 

These are only a few of hundreds of 
instsnces where men of Irish blood 
played a prominent part in early Amer- 
ican history.

Vincent de PaaU No woik of charity ia 
Ibniga to this body, bat its etaiaf alalia 
to viilt the poor aad aaiiat thorn aMcally 
sad ■atsrially. To tell all the good 
worka that tbia aodaty baa done would 
fill Tolnmea. Right here in Louiaville it 
baa long been a power for good, feeding 
tbe hungry, visiting the aick, clothing 
the aaked and encouraging the down- 
falleu. 

In this dty there are aixteen aeparatc 
conferencea of tbe aodety, and tbe mem* 
bera of tbeae variona conf erencm arc rep- 
reaentatiTe OMa from arery walk of Ufa. 
Tbaat variooa eoafaraacaa anita evtry 
three looatba at what are called qnar- 
terly meetinga, aad the whole aodety ia 
governed by a Particnier Conadl. The 
work of the St. Viucent de Paul Soci(-ty 
is done quietly and unostentatiously, 
and the poor are aovtr baaOlatod by ite 
charity.

Tbe St. Vinceat de Paal Sodety waa 
aUrtad la Paria. Fraaea, ia 1888, aad 
waa fooaded by Frederick Omaai, a 
law atadeat aad at that tioM aboat 
tweaty years of axe. Wtthseveaotben, 
all yoaag men save oae, he started tbia 
power for good, wbidi haa aiace apread 
all over the civilixed world. Once started 
on thia momentona miaaion, it spread 
rapidly throughout France. Then tbe 
aeed waa sowed on the fertile aoil of Ire- 
land. Prom there it came to the United 
Stateawitb tbe Iriab people, prieat and 
peaaant. It fa bow almoat an axiom that 
there fa ao well lagnlated pailah wikhoat 
a coafereaee of the aodety of 8t Vlaoeat 
de Paul. It haa also been called tbe 
right band of the parish prieat, becauae 
ita members are always ready and will- 
ing to assist him in any parish work. 

The first conference of the society in 
Louisville waa established by tbe Very 
"Kev. Father Baz, paator of St. John's 
church, on All Salnta' day, 1858, and 
next year that c oa fto e a ea will odebrate 
ita fiftieth annleerMry or goldea Jabilee. 
The ndea of the aodety, priatcd in 
Freach origiaally, were firat traaalated 
Into BngllA ' by Father Baz, aad wen 
approved' by the thea lfalMpaf Lonfa- 
ville, afterward the ill u a trt e aa ArcbUabop 
of Baltimore, Martin John Spalding. Tbe 
Cathedral and St. Patrick'a Conferences 
quickly followed St. John's in eatabl'sh- 
ing brancbee, and aa new cbnrctaea were 
built to meet the aecda of the growing 
population new conferences were eatab- 
liabed. At preaent there are aixteen con- 
ferencea of the aodety in Looiarille. Tbe 
sodctf fa goveraed by a body kaown aa 
the Coaadl Oeaeral, with headqnartara 
at Paria, France; by 
which aupervlac a proeiaca or oooatry, 
and by Particular Conndla, which are 
composed of the Presidents and Vice 
Presidents of the conferences in a local- 
ity or city. .\ll Particular Councils make 
yearly reports to tbe Superior Council 
aad the IxUer report to the Coaadl Gea. 
aral at Faria.

As the holiday aeaaon approacbea the 
mind of tbe devout Catholic inatinctively 
turna to tbe Holy Land where Cbriat waa 
born, lived with Mary and Joaepb; where 
He performed miraclea and laatmded 
the araMtadefe; where Be saiicrsd and 
died; where He areas triamphsat from 
the tomb sad sseeaded glorleosly into 
heaven. There, too, ine apostles labored 
after the descent of the Holy Spirit upon 
them. Almost every foot is connected 
with some event in sacred history. 

Take Jeruaalem, for iaataace, that old 
world dty'in tbe mountains, aolemn and 
aenona, which ia very cloeely identified 
with memories of oar Ssvioor bimaelf. 
Yst followers of Christ from the begin- 
ning of tbe Cbristiaa era had triala sad 
aufferinga. One of the best preserved 
landmarka in Jeruaalem ia the gate of 
St. Stephen, where well authenticated 
tradition tells us the first martyr whs 
stoned to death by the Jews. Remem- 
bering the last words of St. Stephen, 
those who followed him prayed in their 
turn for their murderers. 

Tbe story of St. Stephen as s nstnral 
consequence aaggeata the name of that 
odMr apoatfa who waa once the greatcat 
fee of Christendom. 8t. Paul, but who 
evcatnalty became through Divine inter- 
vention one of the leading confeasora of 
tbe faith. St. Paul went from Jerusalem 
to Damascus, commisaioned by the high 
priest of (he Jews, to arreat and deliver 
all members of the Christian faith found 
in that ancient city. 

Damaacua fa firat mentioned in tbe 
Bible in tbe atory telling how Abraham 
directed hfa aervsat Bleaxar, wboae 
bopie waa in Damaacua, to aaek the head 
of Rebecca ia nauiiage for hia aoa laaac 
Again the Bible telfa how Kiag David 
conquered Damaacoa and held fa datlBg 
bia reign, altbongb it waa wreated from 
his son Solomon some years later 
waa against Damascus that the pro- 
phecies of Jeremias were chiefly directed. 

Today Damascus ia a quiet yet a coe- 
mopoUtan dty. Tbe American pilgrim 
who viaito it will find aiiagUag together 



the beretta of the Greek monk, the silk 
bat of tbe European, tbe white turban of 
tbe Arab aheik and tbe felt cap of tbe 
derviab. Hiatory telle ua that tbe popu- 
lation of Daaiaaeaa in the daya when 
Panl preached area a., polyglot aa today 
aad the costaaies Jast as varied aad 
pidnresque. 

Following the footsteps of tbe apostles, 
it is only a short distance on the plains 
of Saron from Damascus to Jaffa, tbe 
Biblical Joppa. Here we find two monu- 
ments which tradition connects with the 
life of St. Peter— the house of Simon the 
tanner and tbe tomb of Tabitba. It waa 
in tbe honae of Siaioa that St. Peter ia 
Mid to have dwdt whea he visited Cor 
nelias, ths Romaa captaia, who waa the 
firat of the Roamaa to be baptised a 
Cbristiaa. Tabitha, we are told, waa a 
devoat widow, rich ia good worka. St. 
Pater was in a nearby town when she 
died and was called to her home. When 
be arrived he found many women who, 
with teara in their eyes, extolled Ta- 
bitba'a many virtues. It waa then that 
St. Peter, through tbe power of Ood, 
perfotmed a mirade— he raiaed ths 
womaa from the dead to eoatfaaefor 
awhile her good wo^ ^oa earth. 

No oae caa peaa throagh thedttas ead 
villages of Pslestiae without bdnf spirit* 
ually uplifted. It baa been well aaid 
that thoae who go there with faith will 
have it strengthened, and those who go 
without it will bring something very like 
faith away.

Was Death of Pather Cronin 
to CMtholte JonniBllatte 
Community. 



TbvRer. Father Patrick Cronin, pastor 
of the Chnrab of the Aacenaion at Buf- 
falo and editor of the Catholic Union 
and Times, one of the ablest Catholic 
journala in the United States, died sud- 
denly in his rectory on Tuesday morning. 
"The news of his death waa a great ihock, 
not only to 411* pariahionera, but likewise 
to tba Catholic editorial oanmanity of 
the Uaitad Blataa. Ba waa alnraat aa 
well haowa la Iralaad aa ha waa la this 
country. 

The deceaaed waa born in the Connty 
Limerick, Ireland, seventy-fonr year* 
ago, brt removed to America with liis 
parents when a mere boy. Karly in his 
life he felt called to the priesthood and 
began hia atudies at the college con- 
ducted by the Vincentian fatbera at The 
Barrels, Mo. Hia theological conrae waa 
completed at Niagara Univeraity, and 
while in the inatitntion Father Cronin 
azbiUted bto Brat aUHty aa a new apa per 
man. While pr oee c n Ii Bg bto atadiea in 
that iaathtttion be was editor of the 
Index, the university paper. 

Since 1874 Father Cronin haa been 
editor of the Catbolic Union and Times, 
a weekly journal founded Ihref years 
before by the late Bishop S. V. Rvhm. 
Father Cronin and the Bishop were great 
friends, and the prelate k^ew that he 
waa entrusting the work to good hands. 
For yeara be labored day and night to 
make the paper a anccaai and about a 
year ago had the pleaanra of inatalHng it 
in a new and modemly equipped plant. 
Laat anmmer Father Cronin waa aeriously 
injured in a street car acddent and for a 
while his life was despaired of. To the 
delight of his friends he rallied and it 
was. thought that his complete recovery 
was assured. It is believed now that 
heart dlaeaae. wbidi canaed Ua death, 
waa aapatladaoed bjr tha lajariaa raoalvcd 
laat aaaiaMr. 

Pather Croain auda aararal trtpa 
abroed dariag tha paat thirty yeara and 
waa aa ardaat advocata of .heaia rule for 
Ireland. He and the late Premier Olad* 
stone were warm peraonal fHenda. In 
1896 be was made pastor of the Church 
of the Ascension in sddition to his heavy 
editorial duties. 

Aa a writer he was aa veraatile aa be 
waa brilliant and fearleaa. Hi* most 
noted poem bad for ita subject Father 
Marquette, the biatorical French priest, 
wbo waa aiiaaloBary to the ladtoaa. Ha 
waa fiiarlaaB in bto wrMaga aad aa«ar 
failed to atrike at evila la high placea. 
By many competent to judge the Uaion 
and Times was considered the beat weekly 
Catholic journal in the United Statea. 

A brother, Edward Cronin, of New 
York City, and a nephew, Michael 
O'Ronrke, of Buffalo, survive him. 

The funeral took place from St. Joseph'a 
Cathedral at 10 o'clock on Thursday. 
The Right Rev. Biahop Charlea H. Col- 
ton ofidated and nearly every prieat ia 
the dioceae waa in the aanctuary.

B*try Catholic knowt that th« avaa of 

great feasts are days of fasting and pen- 
ance, an,l yet by almost u iiversal observ- 
ance these same eves have grown to be 
days of merry making. Of Chriatmaa 
eve thla ia partienlarly tnM, not oaly in 
America, where parcel ladco people joatle 
one another in the crowded atreeta and 
alores, bnt in Ireland, Bngland, Ger- 
many—in fact all over tbe civilized globe. 
I';ach country has its own particular cus- 
toms on tbe eve of this great feat of 
Chrtstmaat, or in modem BogUth, Chriat- 
time. 

Many, it is true, lose sight of .the rt> 
ligiona spirit of the day. Jews and ag- 
noatica engage in the exchanging of 
Chriatmaa glfu in America aa well as 
Chriatiaaa. It ia with them « cnatom, 
nothing more. 

To the Catholic it ia different. To 
hiui it presages the coming of the Saviour 
of mandkind, the infant child that was 
born in a stable at liethleheni and laid in 
a manger. Christmas eve to Catholics is 
a harViingcr of joy. It haa been handed 
down to ua throngh twenty ccnturiea. 
Why should we not rejoice? The Saviour 
will be born tomorrow. He oonea for 
yon and for mo, thonfora lot w mal|i 
merry. 

Indeed it la a bleated cnatom. It 

teiches charity In ita broadest aspect — 
the charity of God toward man. It 
• eaches men to make self-sacrifices. I'n- 
fortunately that is not the spirit uf the 
age. Too frequently we see even rich 
Catbolica trying to get more and poor 
CatholiCB eaviona of the rich. 

In oldea daya the Chriatmaa hoUdays 
began at leait a week prior to Chriatmaa 
and did not conclude until Candlemas 
ay, the feast of the Purification of the 
Blessed Virgin, February 2. At present 
the Christmas holidays include about 
fourteen days, from Christmas eve until 
Twelfth day, or Epiphany. Almost the 
world over tbia fortnight is still given 
over to merry'OMkiag, and yet it ia aot 
the merriaieat of tho old ttmUl daya 
deacribed by 8ir Waltw SooU ia hia 
Marmion," where he tella: 
On Christmas eve the bella were rung, 
On Christmas eve the m&sa waa anng, 
That only night in all the year 
Saw tbe stoled priest the chalice rear." 
And later in tho aaao oagaialte poem 
Scott tells ua: 
Bngland was merry Bngland when 
Old Chriatmaa broaght hia qwrta again. 
Twaa Chriatmaa braadrnd tho mightiest 

Twaa Chriatmaa told the merrieat tale; 

A Christmas gambol oft could cheer 
The poor man's heart through half the 
year. " 

Sir Walter Scott, while not a Catholic, 
wroteof times whenCatholicism prevailed 
in Bngland, in his cwn bonny Scotland, 
and ia fact before Martin Luther and 
tbe miaaamed refornution eziated. 
Many of the caatooM that prevailed ia 
Bnglaadd^riag thoChriataiaahoUdaya, 
is ckimad, caa bo traced back to Irish 
origin. 

Pot inaUnoe, it is claimed that the 
anging of mistletoe .iiid the burning of 
the yule log preceded the Christian era. 
The custom of hanging mistletoe from 
chandelier or roof tree has not been 
daUod by time. Tbe aame as centuries 
ago, aay oao of the fair a<x 
who, eUbor from inadvertence, or 
poeaibly ouy be laainnatad oa 
parpoae, paaaea beaeath the aacrod apray 
incurs the penalty of being thea and 
there kissed by any lord of Creation 
who chooaeo to avail himaelf of ^e 
privileue. 

The dragging home of the yule log to 
be burned on Chriatmaa day was another 
ceremony or English custom which, 
though shorn of some of the "pcmp and 
circumstance," is atill maintained in 
varioos parte of Great Britaia. Ia thoae 
oldea daya the veaorahla log, ^oitiaad to 
crackle a welcome to all cometa, was 
drawn in triumph from ito toatiag plaee at 
the feet of ita living brethren o( the 
woods. Each wayfarer raiaed hia hat as 
passe<i, for he knew well that it was 
full of good promiaea and that its ilauie 
would burn out old wronga and heart 
burnings. 

Christmaa eve in Germany is for chil- 
dren tbe moat joyous night in the year, 
In Amerin tho children are rarely per' 
mitted to aoe tbair gifta aatil Chriatmaa 
aiaraing. In Oomuay they are permit 
ted to aae die troe and tka gttta arranged 
on tbe night before. The tree * haa been 
arranged by tbe parents while the cbil 
drcu of the family are assembled in an 
adjoining room. At a given signal the 
doors aie thrown open and tbe tree, Jaz 
zling with ligbta from different colored 
cand lea, ' bursts upon the view' of the 
pleaaed little onea. There ia a gift or 
two for each one. Nobody ia forgotten. 
For aavml aMOlha before Cbriatoiaa eve 
the boya aaet ap thoir poaniaa and tha 
giria are baqr making kalek-kaacka. 
Papa, mamma, brotkora, alatera, eonalaa, 
frienda, all recaiTe preaenta.

Abont ten years ago a Nebraska 
priest was summoned on a sick call to 
tbe town of Shelby, in tbe State of Ne- 
braaka. Altboogb tbe little town waa 
to a certain extent a part of hia pariah, 
being aavontocn milea diataat htim the 
city ia which he livod, he waa aot awar* 
that there were any Catbolica to be 
found in the place. That sick call waa 
one of tliose act'' of Oixl's providence 
which meant much for the cause of our 
holy faith in that coiiununity. Wliilst 
ther<? he learned that there were quite a 
few "ought to be" Catholics in the town 
and surrounding country. Two months 
later he retnraad, accompanied by a 
prieat, and in tho opera hoaae of the 
town gave the firat miaaioa to aoa-Catb- 
olics ever givca ia Nebraaka. The con- 
version of aoa^Catholica was not bis 
chief aim. It was tbe fallen-away Catb- 
olica, tbe loet children of tbe House of 
larael, whom he bad in mind all during 
that miaaion. And he was successful be- 
yond bis most sanguine ezpectationa. 
Although raw miaaionary recruita, and 
entirely new to tbe work, they did their 
best. Noedlcaa to aay, the novelty of tbe 
exerdaoa drew erowdad hoaaea. For a 
full week they aet forth tho Catholic 
claima and tried to boar In mind Father 
Elliot's motto: "We are right, we can 
prove it." They made no converta. 
They did not expect it. They did some- 
thing which was of far greater impor- 
tance. Before the end of the week men 
and women, who were never known to 
be Catholics, came forward and showed 
their colore. They did more. They 
took atopa towarda tho erection of a 
chardi, and within loaa than a year from 
that date a church with a parodiial resi- 
dence had beea bailt xad a prieat had 
been atatioaed there. Ybe Hat of members 
when the priest took charge showed that 
there were forty-nine Catholic families, 
within a radius of seven miles, who had 
come forward and aided in the work of 
founding tbe pariah. Bver dace that 
hour the little pariali haa grown and 
pro ap ored. The church and parochial 
reaideaee have baea ealaiged. There is 
a mbvomeat on foot for the oroctloa of a 
Siaton* achool and there are many other 
evidoacea of the genaiae Catho lic aririt.

est of American writers, tells in beautiful 
language the customs and manners of 
the people of England during the Christ- 
maa bolidaya.

•aye: 

"Of aU tbe old feattvala, however, that 
of Chrlatnaa awakeaa the atroagaat aad 
moat heartfelt aaaoelatloaa. There ia a 
toae of aolema and aacred feeling that 
blenda >»ith onr conviviality and lifta tbe 
spirit to a stste of hsilowed and elevated 
enjoyment. The services of the church 
at>out this season are extremely tender 
and inspiritiK, tliev dwell on the beauti- 
ful story of tlie origin of our faith and 
tbe pastoral scenes that accompanied ita 
aaaoaaoement. They gradually increase 
in fervor and pathos during tbe aeaaon of 
advent, until they break fortk in full 
jubilee on tbe noming that brought 
peace and good will to mea. I do aot 
know a grander effect of music on the 
moral feelings than to bear tbe full choir 
and the pealing organ performing a 
Christmas anthem in a Cathedral and 
filling every part of the vaat pile with 
triumphant harmony. 

"It ia a beautiful arrangement, also 
derived from daya of yore, that tbia ieati- 
val, which eommemeratca tbe aaaonaee- 
meat of tbe rdlgiea of peeee aad love, 
haa beea made the aeaaoa for gathering 
together of family coaaeetlons, and 
drawing cloaer again those bonds of kin- 
dred hearts which the carea and pleas- 
ures and aorrows of the world are contin- 
ually operating to cast loose; of calling 
back tbe children of a family who have 
launched forth in life, atad wandered 
widely aannder, once more to assemble 
about the pateraal hearth, that rallying* 
place of tbe aflacdona, there to grow 
young and tovlag agela aaMmg the 
endearing aMiaeMoo of chfldbood.' 

"There ia aomethiag in the very sea- 
son of the year that gives a charm to tbe 
festivity of Christmss. At other times 
we derive a great portion of our pleasures 
from the mere beauties of nature. Our 
feelings sally forth and dissipate them- 
selvea over tbeanayliadaeape, and we 
live abroad aad evarywbere.. But in tbe 
depth of winter, when nature lies de- 
spoiled of every chara^ aad wrapped in 
her abroad of abeated aaow, we tnra for 
our qualifleationa to moral aourcee.' 
Heart calleth unto heart and we draw 
our pleasures from the deep wells of liv- 
ng kindness wnich lies iu tlie quiet 
recesses of our bosoms, and which, when 
resorted to, furnish forth the pure ele- 
ment of domeatic felicity. 

"The pitchy gloom without makea the 
heart dilate, on entering tbe room filled 
with tbe glow and wermth of tbe even- 
ing fire. The mddy Uaae difluaea an 
artificial anmmer and aunahine through 
tbe room and lights up each counte- 
nance into a kindlier welcome. Where 
does the honest face of hospitality ex- 
pand into a broader and more cordial 
amile?. Where is the shy glance of love 
more sweetly eloquent than by the winter 
firealde? And as the hollow blast of win- 
try wind rushes through the hall, clapa 
the diatant door, whiatlea about tbe ease- 
meat aad ramblea dowa tbe ehimaey, 
what can be mori^ grateful than that 
feeling of aobar aad aheltered aeearity 
with which we look round upon tbe 
comfortable chamber and the scene of 
domestic hilarity!' 

One of tbe least pleasing effects of 
modern refinement is the havoc it has 
made among the hearty old holyday cua- 
loma.

Tlint ia now a leading 
question with Irish pntriots in Ireland, 
in America and wherever there are any 
sons of the Gael. Sir Henry Cambell- 
Bannerman, tbe Liberal leader, has 
formed his new Cabinet and it is pre- 
sumed that they ar« all ia favor of bona 
mlt for Ireland. Ytt tbtrt BMy bt auoy 
difficnitita aod (>faataelta4a tbe way. 

In tbt first plaet tbtrt la to bt a atw 
gtattal titetlon and there u no ttlUng 
bow that wUl result. Even should the 
Home Rnlers elect a majority in the 
House of Comoiona, the House of Lords 
is still to be dealt with, and the history 
of that body does not indicate tlmt i;n>» 
lisb Peers will favor the home rule move- 
ment. 

Take a retrospective view of the atti- 
tude of the Britifb ParllamtBt on tbt 
bomt mlt qntstioB. 1874 to ISiW 

the Tory CaUoet nodtr the Prtmitrtbip 
of Disraeli was in powtr. Tbtn camt 
into power the Liberals, with Gladstone 
as Prime Minister. During that period 
tbe Liberals with few exceptions opposed 
not only borne rule, but almost every 
meaaure of relief for Ireland. In less 
than six years the Liheial Government 
was in such straits that Gladstone and 
his Cabinet resigned, and were succeeded 
by a Tory Cabinet with Lord Saliabnry 
at iu btad. Utt in that ytar, 1886, a 
ftatral tltction was btld. with tbt result 
that the membert of tht Irish Par 
liamentary party held the balance of 
power. Gladstone, who still continued 
to be tbe Liberal leader, made overtures 
to the Irish party or Parnellites, as they 
were then called. The overtures were 
accepted and Liberals and Parnellites 
togttbtr btdged the Tories about with 
ao many difficnitiea that SalisbBry and his 
Cabinet wert ovtrtbrowa la 1886. Once 
mort Gladatoat btcaait Print MlBiater, 
and bt did oukt an tfloct to forct the 
ptasagt of a bomt rait bOI. The meas 
ure was not acceptable to all of the Irish 
members, yet they determined to aid 
Gladstone in its passu^e as a stepping 
stone to something else. But the Lib- 
erals to the number of uinety-three re- 
volted from Gladstone's rule. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Goschen and Lord Hart 
ington, now the Duke of Devonshire, led 
tbt fiffbt agaiiut tbt bomt nUt mtaaure 
and canatd iu dtftat^n fivt months after 
tbt atw Cabintt^waa formed. Gladstone 
want out and Salisbury once more came 
into power. Of course there was no 
chance for home rule during his regime. 
As before things did not go well with tbe 
Tory Cabinet and it was forced to resign 
IU 18yj, when a new election was held 
and tbe home rule party bad a majority 
of forty in the House of Commons. 
Gladstone was Premier again and his 
bomt nilt bill went through tbt lower 
bonae'OBly to bt dtftattd in tbt Honst 
of Lofda. Onot mort Gladatont rt- 
cigned. That time he was soccetded as 
Premier by Lord Rosel>ery, whose reign 
was exceedingly brief. In less than a 
year Lord Salisbury was returned to the 
head of the Government, where he re- 
mained nntil three years ago, when his 
nepbtw, Artbar J. Balfear, tacottded 
him. 

Sir Htnry Campbcll-Bauntnaaa is 
atvtaty ytaia of ago. Twtnty ytara ago 
bt wt^ Cbitf St cf tU r y for Ireland and 
reUiacd tbt poaitioa oadtr twoiUUatla, 
or antil bis political associates were de- 
posed. During the past six years Sir 
Henry has been the Liberal leader. He 
has a record for bard and aggressive 
work rather than for brilliancy of design 
or execution. Some of his old confreres 
like Asqnith aad I.i0rd Roaebery sre 
already in rtvOlt agaiuat bit bomt rule 
policy. It can not tvta be tstimated 
what forct they bavt aatU tbt atw gen- 
eral titetios la btld. 

Maaawtallt Joba RtdsMmd, Itader of 
tht Irish ParliamtaUry party, has issued 
notice oa tbe Liberals that the Irish 
members will not supcort them until 
they favor home rule. One thing is cer- 
tain, tbe Irish people will send able rep- 
resentatives to the next Parliament, and 
a class of men who are pledged to stick 
together. In ttaia way, and ia this way 
only, can aay ataaatt of boiat rait be 
attaintd.

speedy downfall. Things are not so easy 
for Sir Henry as they mif;ht be aod he 
will undoubtedly have a hard row to hoe 
between now and the general election at 
least.

A library of books may be saved from 
moulding by sprinkling a few dsopeof 
oil of lavender about it. 

Taraiabed ailvet ware may be brightened 
by perarittlag It to lie for half aa hoar 
or ao la aoar b at ter milk. 

Black and refl ants can be driven away 
ith a few grains of tartar emetic in a 
saucer of sugar and water. 

A tooth brush should always atand ao 
it will drain when it is out of aaa aad 
should be axpoaed to the air. 

A very good subatitnte for cream in 
coffee is the yolk of an egg well beetea. 
One egg will season three cups. 

In order to remove the cake from tbe 
pan aaiootbly, place the pea for a few 
miairtae eo a doth «M hi hot water. 

Tea atalna on yonr oapkins and table- 
cloths may be removed by plunging 
them into fairly strong ammonia water. 

If silk is washed every week In warm 
suds containing a tablespoonful of am- 
monia tbe poliah can bt preaerved for a 
long time. 

Shoald Toar aoap be too aelty, add a 
alioed taw pouto aad cook a few mo- 
menta longer, aa the potato wUl abeorb 
the surplus salt. 

Fish for frying should always be dried 
thoroughly aud dredged thickly with 
flour before l>eing braced Over with egg 
and bread crnmba.

As lonK as the world lasU Betblebem 
will tnaintain a ffTent interest for all 
Christians. It was the birthplace of 
Christ, and there is hardly • dajr in the 
year that pilgrimage* arc not made to 
tbat Holy City. Looking acroaa the 
bills to the northeast one lee* a long, 
irrcgaUr depression— tbe velle}- of tbe 
JordM. Directly east is tbe Deed Sea 
and tbe Iboantains of Moab. On tbe 
west is the valley of Sbarou looking 
toward the Mediterranean, and on the 
south stretches the land of Hebron and 
the hills of Palestine. 

Bethlehem has three Christniases— 
tbe Catholics cKlebrale on December 2'), 
twelve davs later is the celebration of 
the Greek church, and twelve days after 
the Gfceks tbe Armenian Catbolic* cel- 
ebrate. Bach ti these charctaes bring 
immense pilgrimages to Befhlehetii. 
Jews, Gentiles and Mohammedans are in 
evidence in each of these pilgrimages. 
The Roman Catholic pilgrimage begins 
at the same hour every ysar, i; o'clock in 
the afternoon. The procession leaves 
Jerusalem at that hour, oasaing through 
the celebrated Jaffa gate, down through 
tbe vallev of Hionom and stretching 
over tbe southern hills. From Jernas' 
iMn to Betblebem is seven miles. Over 
this road went Joseph and Marr. the 
Blessed Virgin, a little over Biaatcen 
centwriee ago, to And only a cave for 
sbeltei and a birthplace for the Messiah 

Betblebem is s city of 8,000 inhab 
iUnta. lu buildings, as a rule, are 
stone and many of them an aou 
teries. 

The Roman Catholic pilgrimage ii 
beaded by the Latin Patriarch, who rep- 
resents our Holy Father the Pope. He 
is attended by Archbishops, Bishops and 
priests. As the pUgriBM appiMch, 
another but amallar cavalcade Ifavea 
Betblebem, and the t«o p r o c eaa i ona 
meet about 4 o'clock and together Joar 
ney to the little city. Through tbe 
streets tbe pilgrims proceed slowly and 
solemnlv to the church. A rich carpet 
is spread on the square in front for the 
Patriarch and bis sssistants. Acolytes 
bring vestmenta from the church and the 
Patriarch vests himself in pnrple and 
ermine. The altar bejra bagia the Christ- 
mss chant and the pracMttoa Mtara the 
church. 

As it grows dark the people begin to 
fill the church. The men sit on one side 
sad tbe women on tbe other. Nuns of 
various orders are mixed in among the 
women of Bethlehem. The bright and 
flowing robes of these Oriental women 
make quite a ooatrast to tiM Mmbc* bnca 
of the nnna. 

At 9 o'clock the first Chrlstmass mass 
begins, When it ia finished few leave 
tbe church, ao visibly are they im- 
pressed. Shortly before midnight the 
Patriarch begins tbe second mass, and 
when tbe clock strikes twelve he pulls 
asiiie a little curtain and reveals the fig 
ure of the Infant Savoiur. At that sol- 
emn moment the tongues of people of 
every nation join in singing "Gloria in 
Excelsis Deo, et in tens pax!" During 
tbe mass a saoood figure of tbe Infant 
Redeemer ia the manger ia brought in 
and exhibited to the faithful. The third 
mass is coneloded about 3 o'clock in the 
morning. At this time tbe general eel 
ebration is over, but then the various re 
ligious orders begin their respective 
rites. 

In the gray dawn of early morning the 
Patriarch returns to Jerusalem and the 
shepherds return to their flocks and the 
pilgrims to wherever their next stop cslTs 
t)iem. Many of the ptlgrima are loath 
to leave th< Holy Land ao aoon. JThey 
nearly always visit a emre eloae to Beth- 
lehem where Joseph and Mary hid tbe 
Infant Saviour from tbe wrath of Herod 
while tbey were en route to Egypt. 
Other pilgrims will visit Jericho. Many 
indeed are they who visit Nazareth, tbe 
home of the Holy Family and the city 
where Our Blessed Mother, after the 
death of her Divine Son, kept the aolemn 
vigil of Cbrlstmas alone until she was 
caiuq to keep it with Him la'

Sonje time ago the Kcnturk 
Irish American told wh«t was being i 
in the way of restoring this venera 
edifice to its original splendor. T 
work is still in progreaa and will not 
completed until a few weeka before 
centennial celebration. Theanoive 
exerdaes promiae to cclipae an 
ever seen in America ia the way of 
eodedaatical splendor. Cardinal Gib- 
bons will iadte every ArcbUshop, Rishop 
and Abbot in tbe United States to assiat 
at the services. Doubtless invitations 
will be extended to many if not all the 
members of the Canadian hierarchy. It 
is likewise possible that bis Holineaa tba 
Pope will send a special delegate to rep- 
resent him at this great anniversary. 

Aa a matter of course. Cardinal Oi'tK 
bons will be the central figure in sll tbe 
tallgloos eserdses, for be, ss bead of the 
chnrch in the United Stotcs, will preside • 
at tbe grand religious fnnctions. AU' 
though msny great and historic gather- 
ings have met in this venerable pile, the 
coming event will eclipse hI! the otliers. 

The cornerstone of the Cathedral of 
Baltimore was laid li^ ti()S» but it wSs 
not until 1821 that th*' edlllce was dedi- 
cated. Since that tl^jt bM bew the 
aceae of mtny nota|M|j|aMheri«^ and 
emmonka. Tea PM|H|Land three 
pknary or naUonal «Mlt««r the 
chnrch have assembled ISm In this 
sense, as Cardinal Gibbons well says, it 
has baan a hdl of legidation. To th 
church in America it is what the i 
capital at Waabington is to the 
meat of the United States. 

Mora Bishops have been consecrat 
in the Baltimore Cathedral than in a 
other church in America. In all t 
dx Biahops were raised to tbe pnr 
bdore ita alur, and of theae hk 1 
nence Cardinal Glbboas eonsecntad te 
them Bkhepa Whlifidd a 
ef Bdtlmore; Peawick, 
Boston; DuboU, of New York: Purcel 
and Elder, of Ciadnaati; WheUn, o 
Wheeling; Oraas. of Orsgom,tM tbe tw o 
Foleys. 

Three Archbishops have been raised 
the rank of Cardinals in tbe Baltimore 
Cathedrsl. They were Cardinal Gibbons, 
SatolU and Mariinelli. SincaCardind 
Oibbons has been in Baltimore aa A'ch- 
bisbop and as Cssdinal ba haa ordda 
686 priesta ia the Cathedral. 

Tbe fir* plenary oonndl was bdd 
these in I8S2, when the Mod Rev. Arch- 
bishop Franda Patrick Kenrick presided. 
Fourteen years Ister the illustrious Arch- 
bialiop Martin John Spalding, a native 
Kentnckian, presided over tbe second 
plensry council. The third and lated 
of these connails waa held in 1884, when 
Cardinal Gibbooa reigned over Ita delib* 
eradona. Of the sev«nly.^U psektes 
in the. thkd plenary eonaell only fonr- 
laan are aow alive. 

Six former Arehbkhops of BalHmora 
are bnried beneath the high 'altar of the 
Cathedral. They an Carroll, Marcscbal, 
Whitdeld. Bcdaatoa, Kanrlek and Spakl- 
ing. 

For seven yeara after the close of tbe 
Revolutionary war there waa no Bishop 
in tbe United States. In 1790 Father 
John Carroll, so energetic and devoat 
prieat, a friend of George Wasbingtae. 
and a brother of Charlea CanrdI, a signw 
of the Deckratlen of Independence, was 
consoented in Bagknd aad his See 
ambsnead the whole United States. It 
waa not until sixteen years later that h^ 
fdt ready to erect his first Cathedral. 
The site was purchased from Gov. How- 
ard, of Revolutionary fame, and the 
architect was Benjamin Henry Latrobe, 
who alao deaigned the Capitol at Waahr 
lagton. In those daya Baltimore had a 
popaktion of 30,000, bnt not mora than 
five tbonaand wora CathoUca. Thaie 
neither rdkoads nor- steamboats 
then and the granite fbr the Cathedral 
had to be drawn from Ellicott City 
many miles away, by oxen. Work 
the building progreaeed atcadily 
1806 to 1812, wheo the war with G 
Britain interfered and all operat 
ceased foi three years. The Cathedra 
was dedicated by Archbishop Maresotaa 
in 1821, but was not conaacratad an' 
Ascension day, 1876, when Archbish 
Bay ley oflldated. 

Such in brief k a biatory of tbe mother 
church in America. Who can tell how 
many more important events will taxe 
place under its dome before it succumbs 
to the rsvages of time.>
